he hail kept that pledge, even refusing to join in the 
holy communion where wine was used. We presume he 
meant, fermented wine. Thus lie considered himself a 
Prohibitionist. but said he should not Tote the Prohibit 
tiou Ticket. lie then essayed a little wit at the expense 
of the Prohibition party. i>v supjwjsiug that if Mf. Ir isk 
should be elected, lie would have to sign the Constitu¬ 
tion, and swear to maintain the laws of the U- 8. Now 
these laws admitted of the manufacture and importa¬ 
tion of alcoholic liquors. Then suppose some zealous 
teiin* 1 ranee people should unlawfully destroy some of 
this " property,"—'throw it overboard as the tea was at 
Boston. Mr. Fisk would lie called upou to enforce the 
Laws against the wrong doers, ;uid protect the whisky. 

Wouldn't that be a nice position for Mr. Fisk and the 
Prohibition parly ? We are not able to see any force 
in this argument that cannot be applied to any President 
that ever was elected, from Washington to Cleveland. 

Kadi one has been elected on some issue, or principle, 
and every one of them has found that there were laws 
and Regulations that lie personally-did not approve of, 
just ;ts it is at the present time with Mr. Cleveland and 
the tariff. Nevertheless, it is his duty to enforce the laws 
as long as they remain in the statute books, or until 
they are altered or abolished. This would be precisely 
’.he ease with Mr. Fisk us President. He would, of 
course. have to enforce the laws ;is long as they contin¬ 
ued in force. He wouldtrl presume to do otherwise.
